But stib they are the ex- 
ceptions— the scum and froth, though they 
may deem themselves the "upper crust,'' 
and the sulistsnce of society. Tue great 
multitude ol ail classes are steadily seeking 
:heir own livelihoods— and something over. 
The Uudable aaabittoa to acquire properly 
honestly and u>*- it sensibly pervades eom- 
;nui;ities, wherein ability and wo-th are 
pretty certain to command reasonable suc- 
ir«s. * After the agitations — not to say peril-, 
o; the great civil stri!« — tliese communiiie- 
aav oastr <>l i i«K>k. aud aatai ba ba imptdlj 
rei o\ erina Jroiu all the stagnation tin-y en- 
dured, and all tbe interruption of their 
wanted prosperity. The rank and hie and 
otiioera of the late forces Irom New Kog- 
land are melting away into the crowd t 
lorm a pan— and by in means a deteriorated 
part mi taa naaaaJ intelligence, skill and 
diligence. 

Another of tbe signs is tbe presence of 
many Southerners, who have coinc North 
resume old relations ol various kinds, or 
1 o iwpa the boats of summer as of yore. 
Tney are with us — at the hotels and el-e- 
w here, in goodly uumbeis — though oi 
i onise not in sueh nuni!<ers as in New 
York. There are marked differences in 
their beh «\ior and talk. Those c innec'.ed 
retime with polities, or who have be- 
longed to the "chivalry" distinctively, are 
still unsubdued in their words at least, and 
••videntiy have the will to play again, as 
far as practiejible, at the oM games of ram- 
pant Stale sovereignty, secession a rid nulli- 
lication. They die hard and die boastiu.. 
i'.ut their "(s^Mpatioii - ' is clean goue, alio 
there is no objection to tbe airing of their 
vocabulary, if they "draw it mild" and in a 
gentlemanly way. "Plantation manners" 
are played out, and the days when Mason 
and other worthies were eiiUrlaincd with 
rather obsequious and compromising hos- 
pitality have departed. The "cbivaln * 
have only themselves to thank lor the 
change. It is the consequence of vaultmg 
aarawiaaj aaarlaafiaa; iueif, R nd the blind- 
ness ol a pride that could not see that such 
«s May were not ordained to be "natural 
leitdets" in a republic. The crisis whieb 
buried them mio their laat ditch has been 
terrible; bat it is a aaaafaat to know that 
they are in it shorn of rule sud influence, 
the |a^.pl" v bo have fought for the 
and stripe** snould now jmive recre- 
ant to ihein, — which is not very probable, 
fhe business men from the South lake a 
different view of affair-. They are con- 
riaaai by the logic of events; and camly 
and go<sl natu rediy aaaoaia that aecesaion 
has proved a tremendous, utter failure. 
Tney grant that disunion is impossible, 
that the Couf<#d» racy was a baseless vision, 
that 'he |>e<-uliar institution is among the 
things that were, never to return. They 
profess a readiness to MMMt the situation 
and a disposition to make (he best ol it. 

This fact — to the extent that it is a fact- 
is worth much. It points out the true policy 
of reconstruction— a policy in which tue 
let-alone priueiple may have a large share. 
Send the politician- into political exde, de- 
tbrooa tbe "cbia/bry ' irom nil local or im- 
tioual power, let Um Federal (ioverument 
keep overseersbip tor the present, and nat- 
ural causes woraiug naturally will bring 
ata>ut pa ui float ion sod harmony; inaugu- 
rate the "new nation' — develope ihe "uew 
civilization." 'ihe only antagonism be- 
tween tbe North and South has grown out 
of slavery, and "Caihouuism " serving the 
erects of slavery; and but lew in point 



of fact have had a real interest in maintain- 
ing this autauouism. Whan you have num- 
bered those who needed slavery to suslaiu 
them as public men, or craved it as giving 
tin in and enabling them to keep the upper- 
most social position, you have numbered 
about all who had anything to gain of per- 
manent worth by its preservation. These 
parties made subordinate, and all that se- 
riously threatens the even, beautiful pro- 
gress of the republican experiment termin- 
ated, and it i« an experiment no longer. 

The relations ol the various sections will 
be those ef interchangeable and comple- 
meutary belpfuliit ss. No great amount of 
legislation w ill be needed to establish them. 
They will come of commercial and social 
intercourse; of the reciprocal display of, 
and demand for various products of the 
soil, the bauds and the beads; of the har- 
monious operations of what maybe called 
natural laws. There is a growing incep- 
tion of this truth already, and it will be 
seen more clearly every "day, as passions 
subside and prejudices wear away, aud 
demagogues, intriguers and the self-seek- 
ing adv<K»tes of artificial class arrange- 
ments are cast off and cast out. If Car- 
lyle's remark that the success of the North 
would the signal for tireat Britain's 
going by express traiu to democracy, has 
any meaning on theother, it has a hundred 
EjM more meaning on this side of tne At- 
lantic. 

Among the indications of the passing 
away with usof the summer vacation is the 
attention beginning to be paid to tbe Me- 
chanics Fair in this city, w hich will opeu 
next month. It has usually occurred tri- 
euuialy, bat the war interrupted the series 
ol exhibitions. This break will be likely 
to make the disphiy this year fuller and 
more diversilied than ever, bringing to- 
gether tbe results of Um inventive faculties 
which have not been inactive during tin 
'•< nilict. You shall be advised of who- 
ever is striking aud of importance about it 
Meantime, if any of your readers are <•;. til- 
ing North and Kast, they had better time 
their journey so as to lake a ba>k at what 
promises to be a great collection of the 
works of Yankee ingenuity.

Honible Affair in Harriaburg. 

A >Ian ttteinpts to Murder his W ife, and 
Taken Commit* Sulciie. 



Quite an excitement was created through- 
out our city at noon to-day, by the an- 
nouncement that a terrible tragedy bad 
been enacted in tbe upper end, it being 
nothing less than ihe murder of a woman 
by her husband, aud the suicide of the 
murderer. Upon repairing to the place 
a here the bloody deed w as enacted, we 
found the particulars of the case to be sub- 
-lantially as follows: 

Henry lieirier (a (ierman well known a> 
a piiinpuiaker) aud his wife, who resided 
on First street, above the Fox Tavern, w i n- 
the ow ners of ccrtaiu property, which Ber- 
rier designed selling, and this morning he 
proceeded down town for tbe purpose ol 
disposing of the same. I pon learning that 
the consent a| his wite was necessary to ef- 
fect a sale and it is said she was uot favor- 
able to MUiag . ba baaaMM enraged, and 
prorceding home bcized an ax, and deliber- 
ately entered upon the work of murder, the 
victim l>eing Mrs. ii. Several blows were 
taaUotad upon her head and breast, horri- 
bly bruising and crushing them; one of her 
ribs was alao broken. The screams of the 
unfortunate woman attracted the atteuti»>n 
>f the neighbors, a number of whom 
promptlj' repaired to Ihe house and suc- 
ceeded in releasing the wounded and bleed- 
ing victim from ibe grasp of the murderer, 
iii-rrler immediately ciosea and locked ihe 
door of the rear room, and then cut kit 
throat with a butcticr-k,n/e, which pcnelra 
ted the jugular vein, ami caused almost in- 
stant death. No douot ba believed bis wife 
to be in adding condition, and realizing 
tba portion be occupied as a inuiderer, and 
he penally consequent to the commission 

of the awful nrlaaa, he eomatittad suicide t 
escape ilia punishment he so riculy mei- 
ited. 

The Coroner was sent tor, r.nd held an in- 
i>ies( at one o'clock— the jurj' rendering « 
Wi rdicl in accordance witu tue facts elici- 
ted.

lierner and bis wife were residents oi 
tiiis city for many ye ns. Mad bad, paffhapa, 
naaataai the ageoi sixty, it is said they 
dad not lived v«ry peac -ably lor some time 
past, on account of the uncontrollable tem- 
lier of IJerrier, whos«' conduct wasocca-ion 
ally \"ry unbecomiu of a husband. This 
tragedy hss ended his career, and he ha» 
goue to alone for the awful crime of at- 
tempted murder aud self-dest ruction. —

v singular Suicide. 

The Phila<lelphi»i North Ameri. iin says: 
A man who had been observed abstractedly 
: tr<.!ling about Independence Square yes- 
terday noon, was seen to fall, as though 
sc ;/ ■ i wil l paralysis, and then to struggle 
as if in a convulsion or in mortal agony. A 
crowd aaaeariatod almost in a moment, and 
a Surgeon was ai once scut for. Beiore he 
arrived, however, the man was dead. On 
the body was found a pocket bo >k, c intain- 
ing a b tU'r and a small amount of nioin",. 
In ihe breast p icket ol his coal was fouud 
a small Freiicli ground gla.ss bottle, very 
thick, still containing a minute quantity o! 
<x>rrosive sub' i male. It is presumed that 
with the contents of this boltle tbe unfor- 
tunate man ended his existence. The letter 
is as follows:

'or this act mi'. in>se|f H rt ve my bodysent 
la Bobart Thoaapaao, iaderaJ ataai t, below- 
IVuth.

T3eiegrapfa to Mr. Qntn/t Feter- 
man. Daaoblniat^ Tauaaattaff Locomotive 
Works, to come down by my request. 
George, kiss mother and tbo girls for me, 
for kindness shown me while I was sick, 
w hen I needed it, George, when this comes 
out in print, s. ud it down to Mrs. Nancy 
(•rooms, at iiuntsviile, Alabama. To m> 
wile and mother. Also them two pictures 
in frames alike, that are at Lizzie's. If any 

iinister is at my grave, I waut it to be a 
Univer.salist. and no other.

Tbe deceased proved to be a man named 
Marr. He was formerly an engineer on the 
Heading Railroad. He was rather fast in 
his habits, ana baft his employment to go to 
Panama. He obtained a situation on the 
Fanama railroad, where he remained for 
s ime tune. He then came back to the 
ttataa, wi nt South and located in HuuLs- 
ville, Alabama. There he married, and 
there his family still live. He came North 
a short time ago, but why he killed himself 
is Dot known. 

The removal of R. H. Slough, for four 
years Mayor of Mobile, and tbe appoint- 
ment ol John Forsyth (editor of the Adver- 
tiser and Registeij to that ofbee, turned 
upon tbe admi-sion of negro testimony in 
the Mayor's court, a.jd decides the ques- 
tion Bar ad courts in Alabama. Mayor 
Slough declined to receive such testimony, 
aud Ueleuded bis action on the technical ob- 
jection that negroes being excluded from 
tin- courts by the laws of Alabama, without 
reference to the condition of slavery, and 
MMk exclusion not beiug a part of tbe 
"slave cods," tbe proclamation of Governor 
Farsons abrogating tbe slave code did not 
effect tbe established rules of evidence. Mr. 
Forsyth ably oombatted i his in the columns 
of ihe Advertiser, not, however, as a mat- 
ter of justice to tbe ne^ro, but as one of 
policy toward tbe Federal Government; 
cluiming that the Mayor's defeuse waa 
founded on a quibble, aud that the Slate 
should gracefully "yield to the inexorable 
logic of tbe situation.'' This ground was 
sufficiently progressive to secure tbe ap- 
pointment to Mr. Forsyth upon its being 
decided to make a 



Condition ot Affairs in Kentucky— Con- 
versation with Gen. Palmer.

According to the representations made »o 

us by Gen. Falmer on Friday last, in this 
city, Kentucky is anything but a pleasant 
and agreeable State to live in at the present 
time. He says the conservatives, as they 
si vie themselves, are in perfect sympathy 

with tbe rebels. The grand juries in many 

places are indicting individuals for murder 

for shooting guerrillas while in the service 
of the United States tlovernment, and ac- 
cording to the orders of the military author- 
ities. In certain districts where there were 
no military stationed at the late election, a 
majority of the voters participating iu tbe 
ebctions, were direo'ly from the rebel 
army, whose hands were still reekinn with 
the blood of Ui ion soldiers. The bitter- 
ness against tbe Government is just as 
strong aud uurelenting as it ever was, 
auicug the returned rebels and their sym- 
pathizers. Men claiming respectability and 
pretending regard for their moral charac- 
lers, l oldly declare that they take the am- 
nesty oath for the sake of gaining their po- 
litical rights, but that they do not regard it 
as hinding on their consciences in the 
slighte-t degrees. The most cruel outrages 
are beiug continually perpetrated on the 
poor helpless negro. He is knocked down 
and otherwise maltreated, for the most 
trivial offenses, and frequently without any 
cause whatever, except the deep rooted 
hatred and prejudice entertained by the 
whites against bun. Aud much of this ill- 
feeling towards them has been produced by 
their unswerving loyalty to the General 
(ioverninent. They have not the slightest 
protection granted to them by the Courts, 
either against the perpetrators of these out- 
rag, s, or fbff pay for their labor; and were 
it not that th'- military authorities interfere 
iu their behalf, their condition would be ab- 
solutely iutoh rahle. The General remark- 
ed that no other race would patiently en- 
dure tbe hardships aud brutality practiced 
upon these poor colored people, without 
rising in rebellion. 

Their system of labor in the State is to- 
tally unset tlsd. The master refuses to pay 
his former slave for his services, and the 
latter knows that he is free, and will uot 
work without wages. White laborers are 
uot to be had, aud everything is at loose 
ends. The slaves which are yet on the 
plantations fare still worse, if anything, 
than those which have lei t. Their old nias- 
u-rs know that they cannot retain them, 
hence the slave is scantily fed, and receives 
no clothing whatever, until many of them 
are reduced to a state of almost absolute 
nudity. The Q aaora] says, however, that 
the few farmers who treat their laborers 
w ith kindness, and pay them a very mode- 
rate amount for their labor, iu comparison 
with what they would hare to pay white 
laborers, have sot the slightest difficulty in 
obtaining as many laborers as they need. 

The General thinks, however, that the 
more reasonable aud sensible among tbe 
iate owners of slaves, are beginning to be 
convinced that t heir only hojie of makint; 
their farms productive iu the future, in by 
iet lining their former slaves on the place, 
and paying them a just and reasonable 
price for their labor. Other laborers can- 
not lie oblaiued, and even If they could.it 
would be a long time before they could be 
sufficiently instructed to profitably till the 
place of the colored man, who was raised 
and educated on the farm, and knows just 
what the land owner wants done, and jual 
aow it should bo done. He says that some 
daveholders informed him that the colored 
MS were not only the best managers ol 
stock, but that they were also very good 
judges of it. He thought that iu ihe course 
d a very short time, tilings would be like!;, 
io settle down on such a basis as would 
convince all parties that the system of free 
labor was lar belter for all interested, than 
ihe old plan of forced labor. 

The General, iu speakiug of the hue find 
cry w hich r< In 1-sv inpathizing papers ar • 
making against him, of exerting an un war- 
rantable military interference in the elec 
ions in that Stale, remarked that he (ell so 
•onscioiis of having done uolhiug but whai 
was right and proper iu the matter, that as 
i'ar as he himself was concerned, it did not 
give him Ihe least trouble; but fat fear tha: 
some Well-nieiining persons might be mis- 
ed by these falsi' statements, he intended 
Ml have a thorough investigation made into 
aU these charges, and the facis elicited 
th-jreby published to the world. 

He further remarked, that these com- 
plaints indicated very clearly where the 
sympathies of those making them were to 
be found. The only opposition which was 
made by the military against auy one'.- 
voting w as iu enforcing a law of the State, 
which denies the right of the elective fran- 
enise to those persons of the State who vol- 
untarily left it to light in the rebel army. 
Therefore, every one who complains of thi* 
latarfnranoa, but proclaims their wish that 
the late rebel soldiers should vote, and that 
tnajM who sympathize with them should til 1 
ih a faHlona Of the State. 

He aajfl be has yet to hear of the first 
complaint being made, by any undoubted 
loyalist in the State, against his conduct 
during the last election. He adds lurther. 
'hat if the election had not come oil" for two 
mouths longer, that there is uot a doubt but 
die Unionists would have carried the State. 
That iu ev-.-ry district where the Union 
parly bad a good organization, aud put fo. th 
any efforts to carry th-J election, the gains 
were almost unprecedented, and wherever 
;he in . st radical views had been promul- 
gated, there the gains were ihe largest. 

He Is ve.y sanguine that the political re- 
generation of the State is very near at hand. 
And all that is needed to accomplish that 
purpose, is to proclaim the fundamental 
and vital politic.il truths sei forth iu the De- 
claration of Independence, aud adhered to 
by Jefferson aud Madison, and now insisted 
upon by the Uniou parly of the North, 
that of universal freedom to all men and 
equality before the law. He thinks we 
have nothing more to do with the negro 
than we have with any other class of meu. 
All tha' ba needs b> be douefor him, is just 
what we are bound to do for all others, ami 
;a at is, to protect him in the free exercise of 
his inalienable rights, aud then let him 
alone to pa Jdle his own canoe. 

The General speaks iu the highest terms 
>f praise of Gov. Bramlette, and says they 
have not had the slightest difficulty or con- 
dict of authority since he has been in the 
State. He also expressed the most unbound- 
ed coulideuce in President Johnson, and 
expresses himself as perfectly satisfied that 
to ail the leading features of his adminis 
tralion, he would substantially carry out 
the policy of his late lamented oredecessor. 

We took dowu no notts while in conver- 
sation with General Palmer, and our report 
is therefore very imperfect, but still we 
think we have iu the above given a few of 
'.he main points of the conversation. We 
have done so because we know there is no 
man in the Statu of Illinois whose opinions 
on these and kindred subjects are more 
Highly prized by the loyal people of the 
State than his. 

His visit to this place was entirelv private. 
But few knowing that he was here until 
late iii the afternoon, when quite a number 
of our citizens called upon and expressed 
their pleasure in being able to shake by tbe 
hand one who has done, and is doing, so 
much for the best interests of our common 
country. There are but law men in the 
country w ho can present a more patriotic 
record or a brighter future than General 
Palmer. Our St'Uo feels proud ol" him, aud 
will not be slow, on ail suitable occasions, 
to let her gratitude be manifested. 

A (iucer Itafff. 

The following story is going the rounds 
of tue European press: 

"During the occupation of Northern Ger- 
many by the French iu lSlu-Tl, the young 
Count lAiudy was a lieutenant in the army 
which OOOnpiod the department de l'Elbe, 
of which tue city of Hamburg was theceu- 
ter, aud where Marshal Davoust, Prince of 
Kckinuhl, reigued with a terror and cruel- 
ty which even now is but too vividly re- 
membered by tbe 'oldest inhabitant.' Then 
came the Russian campaign, and the sub* 
sequent retreat of the French in 1812. Fif- 
teen years later a youth of unknown pa- 
rentage was apprenticed to a Hamburg 
builder. Step by step hs rose, until at last 



he himself became a master builder, and 
practiced- as such in his native city. The 
terrible lire of 1812, which reduced two- 
thirds of the place to ashes, brought great 
activity into the building trade as a natural 
consequence; and Mr. Londy, combining 
the work ot contractor and bouse specula- 
tor with his profession, gradually becamea 
rich man, and is now cue of the most ex- 
tensive contractors of Hamburg. The 
yt ung lieutenant of fifty years ago had, in 
the meantime, become an old man, and is 
still alive. Happening one day to take up 
a tJerman newspaper, be fouud a person 
bearing his name mentioned as taking an 
active part in MMM improvements at Hani- 
burg. His name is an uncommon one, and 
he was st- uck with it as occurriug iu a 
place where, hfty years ago, he was quar- 
tered for several mouths. Could he have left 
his name there in a manner which some- 
times will occur? The thiug haunted him, 
and at last be determined to find out be- 
yond all doubt. He did so, and the result 
of his inquiries was that Mr. Londy, the 
builder, proved to be the couut's son. He 
has since been formally acknowledged as 
such, and will succeed the rich and hitherto 
childless old couut iu his honors, titles, and 
property." 

How Stephens l.ivia at Fort Warreu. 

Mr. Stephens is quartered in a room par- 
tially below the level of the parade ground, 
to the left of the entrance to the fort. Hi» 
apartments are on a level with those occu- 
pied by tbe subordiuate officers of the gar- 
rison, some of whom vacated their quartets 
that be might occupy them. There is plen- 
ty of light from windows opening upon the 
parade ground. The walls of Fort Warren 
are so thick that the air in the officers' 
quarters is often so d. inp as to require a lire 
in tbe middle of summer, and Mr. Stephens 
shares the necessity with the rest. He has 
a lire whenever he wishes it, and is so ac- 
commodated nearly every day at present, 
as he is in delicate health. 

The prisoner is allowed to commute his 
rations iu money, and now has his meals 
sent him from the officers' mesa, sharing 
he expense equally with the others. A 
corporal is detailed to wait upon him, and 
. in- guard who paces Lefore his windows 
gives him the meams of communicating his 
wishes at any hour ol day or night. He is 
not restricted in his liberty, however, but, 
having given his parole, is allowed to walk 
where be pleases, and as much as he pleas- 
es, on tbe island, between reveille and re- 
treat, except that at one hour during the 
day— that assigued for .Mr. Reagan's exer- 
cise on the ramparts— Mr. Stephens is re- 
quired to remain lu his room, By the terms 
of his parole, while walking wherever his 
fancy dictates, he does not speak to any one 
except the commissioned officers of tbe gar- 
rison, and neither the enlisted men nor the 
occasional visitors to the fort can enter into 
conversation with him.

gence, is their mission. In their lexicon is 
found no such word as fail. Conquering 
and to conquer, their march is ever onward, 
and their watchword "excelsior." 

A Specimen of Indian Literature— Letter 
from a Choctaw Chief. 

A Fort Smith corres])oudent of the St. 
Louis Democrat suys : 

Herewith I aend you an original letter as 
aapecimeu of Indian literature. I). C. C. N. 
la District Chief Choctaw Nation. The gist 
of the communication is that Captain 
< buichill, A. <l. M., sent a party to cut pine 
■u the "Nation" aud the letter is intended 
io "pave tbe way" for compensation. Gov- 
ernor A. Wade is an ex-rebel Governor of 
the Choctaws. The words embraced be- 
tween tbe red quotation marks are an ex- 
tract from the treaty made at Douksville 
oetween the Indians and General Herron's 
commissioners from Shreveport, of which 
you have doubtless beard — tbe difference of 
phraseology of which and the balance of 
the letter is plainly distinguishable. As a 
specimen ol mixed ludiau aud English I 
thinL it unsurpassable: 

"Sccf.LYviLLE County, Choctaw Na- 
tion, July B, A. D. l*o5.— To Captaiu 
Churchill, U. S. C. M., Fort Smith— Sir: I

- ion, that I would like to learu a words 
from you and Governor A. Wade, that I 
understood to beared a word from some 
people over here te come efter Pine ou this 
Mountain, last sometime ago; 'Treaty sti- 
pulation made aud entered into that 19th 
day of June, A. D. 1805, at Doaksville, 

• 'hoctaw Natiou, between Lieut. Colonel A. 
0. Matthews and Adjt. W. EL Vance, U. S; 
volunteers, commissioners appoint- 1 by the 
military authorities of the united states and 
P. P. Pitchlyun, governor and principal 
chief Choctaw Natiou, ou the part of said 
nation. And all acts was made only peace

A policeman in Chicago on Wednesday 
shot and killed two brothers named Trey, 
who attempted to rescue a prisoner whom 
he nad arrested. 

The Iowa Soldiers' State Convention, j 
called to meet at Dee Moiue*, on Wedues- 
day, for the beueht ol the copperhead*, 
proved an utter failure. There were not 
over filtv delegates present, and they were 
old copperhead politicians. 

The official vote of 108 counties of this 
Stale give* Seal .Union, 1,T Treasurer, allS 
majority. Two counties are yet to l>e heard 
from, but will not vary the vote much. 

An affrav occurred at Chariton, Iowa, on 
Monday, between some returned soldiers 
aud the attaches of Palmer's hippodrome; 
and it is reported that six ol the showmen 
•nd one soldier were killed. 

Alexander Dudley, President of the York 
River railroad, has been required to sur- 
render his pardon, because, it is said, he 
obtained it through the agency of a pardon 
broker. 

The Times, the seoessisp organ at Rich- 
mond, calls U|»on Governor Pierpont to 
convene the Legislature of Virginia in ex- 
tra session, lor the purpose of ratifying the 
Constitutional amendment abolishing 
slavery. 

The Mississippi State Convention on the 
21at, bv a vote of 86 to 11, passed a resolu- 
tion that the institution of slavery having 
been destroyed in the State ot Mississippi, 
neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, 
otherwise thau for the punishment of crime, 
whereof the party shall have been duly 
< invicted, shall exist in that Slate. 

The President's suspension of pardoning 
la understood to have been in consequence 
of intimations from various sources, thnt a 
ring had been formed, partly of office- 
holders and partly of pardon-brokers, who 
were exercising a most corrupt inllueiice in 
furthering the pardon* of some, aud delay- 
ing that of others. 
Two desperate characters in the Winona, 
ul, having had their handcutl- 
last Friday evening, for supper, 
the jailor, handcuffed him, 
locked him in the cell, and walked off with 
his revolver and evs. The unfortunate 
man was released after considerable delay 
by breaking down the door and sawing his 
fetters. 

The steamers Fayette and Cfal latin, be- 
longing to the Monongabela Navigation 
<" .i n pa uy, came into collision, near Pit u*- 
laaiB. on Saturday night, resulting in the 
sinking of the Fayette, and the serious, if 
n >t fatal, scalding of two men who were 
sleeping on board of her. 

Late news from Mexico is interesting. 
The French organ at the City ol Mexico 
aumiis that the empire has proved a fail- 
ure, and says the only course open to pre- 
vent Mexico from being absortied by the 
United 1 ates. is for France te bold it as a 
province. The Imperial cMUse continues to 
lose grouud. 

Morton McMichael, editor of the Phila- 
delphia North American, was yesterday 
nominated as the Union candidate for 
Mayor ol that city. 

Gov. Parsons, of Ala., has requested the 
President to suspend all the recommenda- 
tions tor pardon* heretofore made by him. 

A letter from Joe Johnston to a Freder- 
icksburg editor is published, in which he 
sa\s the interests and duty of the Southern 
people lie in one direction. The people of 
Virginia should recognize the fact that Vir- 
ginia is one of the States of the Union, aud 
they should purs e a course that will pro- 
mote the interests of both. 

The rekxd General McCausland and oth- 
ers have been indicted tor the destruction of 
Cnamls-rsliurn, in June, 1863, aud the Gov- 
ernor ot Pennsylvania has made requisi- 
tions up >u the Governors ot Maryland aud 
Virginia for their delivery for trial. Mc- 
Caiisiaud was in command of the force 
which burned Chambersburg. 

Gov. Johnson, of Georgia, has issued a 
proclamation authorizing all civil officers 
of that Stale, who have taken the amnesty 
oath, to resume their offices, aud adminis- 
ter all laws in force previous to January, 
1861, not inconsistent with the present con- 
dition of the Stale. 

The Wiriz Military Commission met yes- 
terday annul. Judge Hughes and Mr. I'eck 
abandoned the defense of Wirtz, and Mr.

The change suggested is, that the Sena : , 
like the Houae of Representatives, shall 
represent population, and not States. As 
matter* stand, the smallest State iu the 
Union has tbe same voice in the Senate 
with the largtst. The Judge calls attention 
to the fact that niueteen smaller States, 
with a population of live millions, out- 
weigh in their Senatorial vote the seven- 
teen larger ones wilh a population of tweu- 
ty-six millions. Another grievance allied 
to this, and of nearly or quite equal im-

Saturday evening about dark, an old 
named James Knight, bis son Jos. Knight, 
arid three other men, who live ten miles 
w»st on the Paris road, were returning 
from this city. When near the residence of 
John Goodman, four miles west from here, 
they passed another wagon in which were 
Jordan Creasy, his wife, Casey Creasy, M. 
Van Creasv, James Biack and Pleasant 
Noel As liiey passed, the latter party hal- 
ioi e.l to tbeinto stop. Tbe former not do- 
ing so, one of tbe Creasys ran ahead and 
caught the reins of Knight's horses, and 
ti,.- ■ hers commenced throwing stones and 
oiher missiles, knocking two of the men in 
Knight's wagon senseless. Knight then 
■ ■ ut of 'he wagon, when the villains 
went at him with their knives, cutting him 
on tn- bead, face, arms and abdomen in a 
most horrible manner, 1 om the effects of 
which be died yesterday afternoon. 

Joseph Knight, going to the assistance of 
bis father, was cut in several places, but bis 
wounds, although severe, are not danger- 
ous. 

The villains then went on towards home. 
In tbe meantime the neighbors, attracted 
by the affray, collected, to tbe number of 
some iweu'y-tive, and gave pursuit. About 
four miles Irooi the scene of tbe affray tbe 
assaulting party was overtaken.

iu case the Electoral College fails of a 
choice; In the exercise of that function, 
By the House, each State has one vote. 
Here again, tbe nineteen Stales with five 
millions of people may defeat the will of 
seventeen having twenty- six millions. 
All of which modifications of or 
! departures from a pure Democracy our peo- 
ple are thoroughly familiar with, aud thus 
I far seem entirely satisfied with. These 
qualifying features iu the representative 
I character of our Government, were regard- 
ed by the founders, and have been regard- 
ed by all cautious Statesmen since, as a 
wholesome and very necessary check upon 
the possible extravagances of tbe people iu 
times of great political excitement. Their 
conservative influence is real and prover- 
bial. Tbey were deliberately adopted as a 
sort of aristocratic brake for the wheels of 
Democratic progress. It was thought de- 
sirable to have one legislative body iu 
which the Slates as such, as individual 
entities, should be heard. Aud iu the mat- 
ter of choosing Prssideuls.it was t houhgt em- 
inently proper, and as tending to allay pub- 
lic commotiou, when the people failed to 
elect, to allow the State* to do it. This is 
not pure democracy. But somehow it 
seems to work. And the system as yet has 
not produced any importaut defeat or in- 
jury to the ends for which governments 
are ordained. And it is a system which the 
American people will ponder objections to, 
a very long while before giving it up. It 
succeed*. The J udge's substitute has never 
been tried. 

It may be an improvement, but then 
again it is Just as likely not to be. And 
whether it be or not, the preseut is not a 
favorable occasion for making the test. 
The ship of state still a-toss upon the after- 
wave of a retreating storm is not in a posi- 
tion to submit to a general remodelling of 
her structure, or to any other repairs than 
such as are indispensible to save her from 
sinking. And what adds indefinite em- 
phasis to this view, is the fact that a third 
ol her crew who must inevitably participate 
in the remodelling whenever it is attempted, 
have only just ceased from their mutiny, 
and their desperate effort to scuttle the craft 
and sink her with all her precious cargo, 
and living freight. Tne other two-thirds 
have their hands full at present, working 
the pumps and watching the mutineers! 

In other words, we dou't think it a fitting 
time to Sid about radical and extensive 
changes in our form of government, changes 
in which the late mortal enemies of that 
government must take a part, before the 
last vestige of revolt shall have disappeared. 

The Judge enumerates nineteen other 
points besides tbe two mentioned, which 
demand the attention of a National Con- 
vention. 

We give them wi'hout other comment 
now than what we have already implied 
that a National Convention at present, or 
within the next half dozen years, is not a 
national necessity, nor could it be a nation- 
al benefit. The one all-pressing, para- 
mount need of tbe country now is to es- 
tablish freedom and Christian civilization 
in the rebel States! 

Among the doubts which need settling 
by a convention, as to the powers of Con- 
gress and of tbe President, the following 
may be instanced: 

I. To make paper money e legal tender. 
Ji. To enforce a conscription. 

3. To make internal improvements. 

4. The power over public lauds and Ter- 
ritories. 

6. The power of confiscation. 

6. The power to temporarily supply any 
vacancy in the Presidential office. 

7. The President s power to suspend the 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus aud 
the right ot Congress to transfer to him any 
part of that power, and especially makiug 
the transfer for an indefinite time and over 
an undefined section of country. 

8. The President's power to establish and 
enforce martial law, wilh that of bis trying 
and punishing citizens not engaged iu the 
military or naval service. 

y. The conflict of power between Con- 
gress and tne President in tbe government 
of insurrectionary or rebellious States. 

10. The mode of readmitting such States 
to a participation in the control of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

II. Placing an abuse of the patronage of 
the Presidential office uuder some effec- 
tive control. 

12. If practicable, without impairing any 
principle of republicanism, the rescuing 
that office and its patronage from the cor- 
rupt, injurious scramble of political parties. 

13. Requiring a two-third- ^ote from each 
House ol Congress for the admission of new 
States into the Union. 

14. Tbe pretended right of secession or 
nullification. 

15. The citizenship or denizenship of ne- 
groes, w nh the right of the several States to 
MHOUtfll by legislation tbe amalgamation 
of the white and black races, and the power 
of Congress to promote such amalgamation, 
or to deport and colonize the blacks, with 
the policy of appropriating tbe public lauds 
for their tienefit. 

16. Whether the power of Congress to na- 
turalize foreigners is or shall be ooufined to 
those of the European race. 

17. Iu avoidance of the probable danger 
of another attempt at forcible seceesiou, it 
may be well for tbe convention to decide 
whether, when, aud how Congress shall 
ht.\ e the power to permit the secession of 
the States west of the Rocky mountains. 

18. To prevent corrupt packing and limit 
thenuml>er of judgesot the Supreme Court. 

19. Settle the number of delegates to a 
national convention; the mode of their 



of their perfect freedom of choice to go 
where they liked, at the same time telling 
them that if they preferred to remain he 
would do the best be could by them; take 
them back wilh him to his and their home 
in Mississippi, and locate them iu comfor- 
table independence and freedom on the 
plantation.

The resolution was referred 
to a special Committee, who met at tbe 
Mayor's office for consultation. That 
worthy functionary was present, and, we 
believe, proposed a favorite for one of the 
places. The Committee appointed men of 
their own choice at |75 per month. At the 
next meeting of the Council the Mayor sent 
in a message stating that he could procure 
a man at |60. The Council preferred the 
meu the Committee had selected, and by 
resolution endorsed the action of the Com- 
mittee. The Mayor was determined not to 
allow the Committee to appoint the men if 
he could avoid.it, and lasi night sent a mes- 
sage vetoing the whole measure, because 
it would coat about |600 Mr. Spalding, in 
his remarks on passing tbe resolution over 
the Mayor's vetoe, was justly severe in 
speaking of this small transaction, aud left 
that worthy functionary to choose between 
two fine compliments. He said the Mayor 
either had a bad head or was a dishonest 
man. 

The Council unanimously passed the res- 
olution the Mayor's vetoe to the contrary 



University or Louisville— Medical 
Department. -We loam that tbe Trustees 
of tbe University of Louisville have organ- 
ized the Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity in a very satisfactory manner. The 
deplorable death of Professor Palmer, 
which occurred subsequent to the publica- 
tion of the annual circular, required seve- 
ral changes from that annual announce- 
ment. Professor Jenkins having resigned, 
Professor J. Lawrence Smith, at his own 
request, was reappointed to the chair of 
General and Medical Chemistry. Dr. S. 
M. Bemiss was elected to the chair of 
Physiology, Pathological Anu:omy and 
Clinical Medicine; Professor Bayltss was 
elected to the chair of Principles and Prac- 
tice of Surgery and Clinical Surgery, aud 
Dr. J. M. Hollo way was elected to the 
chair of Anatomy. 

Professor Holloway is comparatively a 
stranger in this city, but the testimonials to 
his eminent ability and thorough pro- 
ficiency in his profession are of the highest 
character, and were satisfactory to the 
Faculty, who nominated him, and to the 
Trustees who made tut appointment.

New Cable.— The Western Union Tele- 
graph Company have increased their facili- 
ties for communicating with the North and 
Northwest by laying a new four wire cable 
across the Ohio river. The submerging was 
successfully accomplished yesterday, under 
the supervision of Mr. T. R. Boyle, man- 
ager of the company iu this city, and Mr. 
M. C. Bristol, superintendent of construc- 
tion. 

The time occupied in laying it from shore 
to shore was but seven minute* ami fifty- 
seven seconds, tbe best time on record for 
such an undertaking. The cable lies in the 
same bed with the company's old cable, 
w hich has been in successful operation for 
three years, and is now as good as new. No 
other cable in this country has ever been 
worked for so long a time. 

Col. Gardner, the veteran Falls Pilot, had 
charge of the paying out of the cable, and 
performed his part so well that it was sug- 
gested to him that he volunteer his services 
to lay the Atlantic cable, none of those now 
in charge of that enterprise seeming to meet 
with much success iu their efforts iu that 
direction. 

Man Shot. — Sometime ago a mau named 
Bowers, who say she came from near Pekin, 
111., whs arrested on a charge of horse steal- 
ing and coufined in t e county jail at Nash- 
ville. No prosecutor appearing against 
him he was recently discharged. After his 
discbarge it is understood he made threats 
against his keepers at the jail. Wednesday 
he appeared in the vicinity of the jail and 
made Buch demonstrati ns as led to the be- 
lief that he meditated violence as threaten- 
ed. He was driven off, but returned, aud 
was shot by Mr. McNamee, one of the Sher- 
iff's assistants at the jail. Bowers was on 
horseback at the time, and the ball, after 
passing through one of his arms, lodged in 
his abdomen. He attempted to ride off but 
was overhauled by a policeman, who put 
him under arrest and started with him to 
the Recorder's office. 



Body ok a Dead Soldier Found.— On 
Wednesday the body of a dead soldier was 
fouml in the cemetery at Nashville. From 
the papers found ou the deceased, lie was 
discovered to be private Wm. Taylor, late 
of company D. 13th Wisconsin infautry.

He had been dead nearly twenty- 
four hours, and it was supposed that he 
was subject to a disease of tbe head, and 
had fallen dead while on a stroll through 
the cemetery. The photograph of a lady 
was found in his hands in such a positiou 
that it was inferred that the last act of the 
deceased was to glance at the engraved 
features of— perhaps a mother.

Wirtz Commission— Testimony. 

Washington, August 24.— The Wirtz 
Commission assembled this morning. Mr. 
Schade stated that as his associate for the 
defense Lad retired, he was left alone to 
manage the case. He therefore asked tlint 
there be a postponement fhr eight days, in 
order that he might become acquainted 
with the -ubject, and prepare for the de- 
fense. 

Col. Chipman stated the reason why 
there should be no further postponement, 
remarking that the gentleman was already 
fully informed of the theory of the prose- 
cution. 

The court overruled the motion lor post- 
ponement. 

The court overruled the pleas of the 
counsel for the prisoner, and proceeded to 
trial. 

Among the witnesses examined was Col. 
(iibbi, who commanded the post at Ander- 
sonville. He said Wirtz had exclusive con- 
trol of the prison, and that the prisoners 
were crowded so closely together that it put 
him in mind of a |<en. Another witness 
gave a l<mg account of the place, and the 
shameful treatment to which the prisoners 
were subjected, stating as his opinion that 
with proper care the lives of many would 
have been saved. Both of the witnesses 
t -si i tied as to the keeping of dogs to pursue 
esca'ied prisoners. 
Mr. Schade then presented general pleas: 
First. That the prisoner is entitled to his 
ilisch trge in consequence of the promise of 
Captain Noyes, of the staff ot Major Gen- 
eral Wilson, in command at Macon, that if 
iie (Wirtz; would accomp uy him to head- 
quarters for the purpose of giving certain 
information he should not be arrested, held 
as the prisoner (tbe accused) accepted, 
I In rt'tore claims to have been siuce held in 
violation of the pledge of his personal lib- 
erty. 

Second. Tbe prisoner denies the jurisdic- 
tion of the court to try him on these 
charges. 

Third The war is ended and civil law 
restored, and there is no military law un- 
der vMoh ba can be tried. 

Fourth. He moves to quash the charges 
upon the ground of the vagueness and m- 
denuiteuess concerning lime, place and 
manner of offenses charged. 

Fifth. That on the 21st of August, lcki'i, 
he was arraigned aud put on trial on his 
plea ol not guilty to these chargs, before a 
Military C< mimission. Like this, the Com- 
mission wns broken up without his con- 
seut. The prisoner claims that he cannot 
be arraigned again as belore, but is eu- 
titledito tne benetit of au acquittal. 

Mr. Schade said they were not disposed 
to discuss these pleas now. 

The Judge Advocate said that, aside from 
the question of jurisdiction, there remained 
really but lour question*. First, the mo- 
tion to quasti the c'.argesand specifications 
lor vagueness and iudefiuiteuess, a ques- 
tion that had already lieen decided by the 
Court on a previous occasion. He would 
not remark upon the subject. 

The court then adjourned until to-mor- 
row. 

Ohio Democratic Mutt Convention. 

Con MBfs. August 24.— The Democratic 
State Convention met here to-day, aud was 
largely attended; all the counties in the 
State being represented. C. L. Vallandig- 
ham was temporary l'rtsident, and a Vice 
President for each district. Speeches were 
made by Hon. Kulus P. Kanny, Joseph 
Morgan, Geo. H. Pendleton, C. L. Vatlan- 
digham aud others. Nineteen resolutions 
were adopted: 

1st. Resolved, That the Federal Govern- 
ment exists only by virtue ol the Federal 
Constitution. 

2d. A strict construction of the Federal 
Constitution. 

3d. Reserved rights of the State are essen- 
tial to the existence of a republican govern- 
ment. We are opposed to consolidation of 
all power in the hands of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

4th. The Democracy of Ohio will main- 
tain and defend the true doctrine of State 
rights, U'.'t nullified by secession, but those 
• ontained iu the Viryiuia and Kentucky 
Resolutions of 1798. 

5th. Their ordinances of secession being 
void, the so-called seceding States are still 
iu the Union, and entitled to the rights of 
Elates, representatives in Congress,"and to 
vote at the future Presidential election. 

<Uh. To each State belongs the right to 
determine the qualification of its electors. 
That the general militia Ux b$ repealed. 

7th. Unequivocally opposed to negro suf- 
frage. 

6th. Experience of four thousand years 
demonstrates that negroes are not equal 
to white men. 

loth. The Government was made by 
white meu, and should continue to be u 
government of white men. 

10th. It is the duly of tbe Legislature to 
discourage negro emigration into the Slate. 

11th. It is the duty of the Stales and the 
f ederal Government to bring aboul frater- 
nal feeling in the State. 

12th. The valor and fortitude of our 
troops never surpassed. 

13th. Regards ihe national debt as a de- 
mand for economy, taxation, fair and equit- 
able public expenditures, and have useless 
offices abolished, 

14tb. It is the duty of Congress and the 
State Legislature to impower, to subject the 
Government bonds to taxation the same as 
olher capital. That the Federal taxes be 
collected by county Treasurers. 

17th. That freedom of speech, habeas 
corpus and trial by jury are guaranteed by 
the Constitution, and we will maintain and 
defend it in every extremity, and denounce 
the arrest of citizens by military authority 
where there are civil tribuuals. 

18th. That the suspension of ha^as cor- 
pus since tbe war is over, and open inter- 
ference with elections by military power, is 
a violation of the Constitution, 

ly.h. That we condemn all infraction of 
theConstitution by whomsoever committed, 
aud regret that the terms agreed to by Maj. 
Gen. Sherman were not ratified at once bv 
the Government .

It authorizes executors and others to com- 
promise with persons against whom they 
Hold notes, as to the real value of property 
for which such notes were given. 

It authorizes parole U stimony to be taken 
to prove whether or not contracts contem- 
plated specie or currency. 

It ratifies all marriages consummated 
since January, 1861, whether celebrated in 
novel forms aud ceremonies or not.
